Salaries higher than ‘the average 
of the country are paid to city school 
teachers of Pennsylvania, it would 
appear from a survey just complet­ 
ed by the National Education asso- 
ciation. 
Studying the salaries 
paid 
to 
teachers in cities of more than 2.500 
residents, the association found that 
for the school year of 1930-31, the 
median salary received by Pennsyl­ 
vania teachers was higher than th at 
paid teachers in the country as a 
whole, both in the elementary and 
high 
school 
fields. 
Elementary 
school teachers in the state received 
an average of $1,561 as against a 
national average of $1,524. 
High 
school teachers of the state were 
paid an average of $2,119 compared 
with a national median of $1,991. 
Both elementary and high school 
teachers of Pennsylvania in cities of 
30,000 to 100,000 residents were paid 
higher wages than teachers in such 
cities of the country as a whole. The 
average for Keystone state elemen­ 
tary teachers in cities of 100,000 or 
more was higher than in the aver­ 
age city of this size throughout the 
country while high school teachers 
in such cities of the state received 
slightly 
lower 
than 
the median 
wage. 
In cities of 10,000 to 30,000 
elementary teachers of the state re­ 
ceived more than average but in 
cities of 2,500 to 10 000 they received 
less than the average wage. 
High 
school teachers in this size city seem­ 
ed better paid in the state than in 
the country as a whole.

In 1929 the Sus­ 
quehanna county farmer produced 
the heaviest ton Utter in the coun­ 
try when 17 pigs, sired by a pure 
bred Duroc Jersey, balanced the 
Kales at 3,987 pounds for the half- 
year weight.

Eynon warned against trying to 
“put one over,” by making or for­ 
warding a check to the D epartm ent 
of Revenue when insufficient funds 
were on deposit to cover the check. 
He added: 
“To do so is a misdemeanor, pun­ 
ishable by a fine of not more th an 
$100 or im prisonm ent not to exceed 
two years, or both. Just because 
you get the tags and we get the bad 
check does not mean th a t you win. 
Your gain is only a tem porary one. 
“Here’s what happens. W hen the 
uncollectible check is returned to 
the departm ent a photostatic copy 
is made. 
A copy is sent to the State 
Highway Patrol station nearest the 
home of the m aker of the check. 
The latter is visited by a patrolm an. 
If he can’t pay the fee and the fine 
assessed, the patrolm an takes the 
tags. 
“T hat ties up the m otor vehicle 
until such tim e as the owner meets 
the law’s requirem ents. 
The only 
exception is in cases where a bank 
may have been closed by the com­ 
m onwealth or the federal govern­ 
m ent.

Railway officials pointed out they 
had no particular objection to Tiling 
up the vast stretches of empty seats 
with pasengers of any sort, provid­ 
ed they had the wherewithal to pay 
the fare. 
It was assumed, however, 
th at no more th3n one out of 10Q 
of the refugees would have funds 
of any dimensions in his possession, 
so the wait a t T ahushan cheated 
them out of a free ride and ensured 
me of privacy ail the way to Muk­ 
den. 
On all of the num erous stops we 
made en route, I had a clranee to 
gauge the state of mind of the aver­ 
age M anchurian resident. 
Every­ 
where there was despair and hope­ 
lessness th a t the Japanese grip# on 
M anchuria would ever be loosened. 
For years, peasants, farm ers and 
business men of this rich province 
had lived in fear th at the iong- 
threatened 
Japanese 
m ilitary in­ 
vasion of the district would m a­ 
terialize. Now th at It has occurred. 
M anchurian independence is regard­ 
ed by the population as a thing of 
the past. 
Refugees from Mukden I encoun­ 
tered en route spoke, of the assur­ 
ance felt by Japanese leaders in the 
M anchurian capital. 
“Japanese soldiers are blagging 
they will die rath er than leave M uk­ 
den,” one cultured, w^eil-educated 
Mukden business man. who had been 
forced out of his native city, told me. 


Anderson is a British wom­ 
an who received her education 
in 
France and m any years ago felt the 
call to the mission field. 
At the 
Sunday school session she met the 
pupils in the auditorium and told 
them of the work the M ethodist 
church is doing.

through the work of the Lord, the 
missionaries have succeeded in open- j 
ing all doors and felling all barriers 
and the country is now one vast op­ 
portunity for the missionaries to 
spread the gospel. 
Miss Anderson told of the Algiers 
station being the only Moslem field 
th at God has given to the M etho­ 
dist church, but mentioned the fact 
th at he is working most wonderful­ 
ly to bring about the strong estab­ 
lishm ent of Christianity here. 
God s work is to put the spiritual 
kingdom first in the minds of men, 
and according to Miss Anderson’s 
way of thinking, God has a motive 
in the present economic conditions, 
which points to putting the spir­ 
itual kingdom before the m aterial. 
Miss Anderson addressed the con­ 
gregation at the Epworth M etho­ 
dist church at the evening service 
and this week will be guest at m any 
functions.

The idea of the medical supervis­ 
ion of school children by health 
boards is relatively a new cue. The 
first suggestion of the plan was pub­ 
lished by Dr. Henry Bowditch 
in 
1890 and even twenty years later 
there were few cities 
outside 
of 
Massachusetts 
with 
thoroughly 
equipped departments. 
The ideal for such a department 
includes not only a general physi­ 
cian, but a dentist, an oral hygien- 
{st, a specialist in mental disorders 
and an 
orthopedic 
surgeon. Th 
National Child Health Council rec 
ommends for a city of 25,000 to 30,- 
000 inhabitants, a director, a general 
physician, a supervisor of health 
training, a mental hygienist,' a den­ 
tist, an oral hygienist and three 
nurses with a cost per pupils of 
about $3 per annum. 
The nurses are especially valuable 
in order to make contacts with the 
home and explain to the parents 
why the child needs this or that es­ 
pecial attention. 
One has to stop and realize what 
a tremendous departure this is from 
the old idea that the parents were 
competent to take care of the physi­ 
cal and mental health of their own 
children. It gives some point to the 
nuestion. Dr. 
Watson asks “Are 
Parents Necessary?" It certainly is 
a change from the old days when 
Johnny brought a note home from 
teacher saying, "Please give Johnny 
a bath." The parent wrote 
back, 
"Dear Teacher: 
Johnny ain’t no, 
rose. Don’t smell him, learn him." 
But the new system found that 
rupils did not stand well in their 
studies if they had certain appar­ 
ently minor physical defects. It is 
well illustrated in a story published 
in the current issue of Hygeia, the 
health magazine published under 
the direction of the American Med­ 
ical association and which should 
be read by all parents. 
It is abdut Dorothy, who brought 
home a poor report card, rather 


was angry and mother said to the 
frail nervous child: "If you have 
such bad grades again you are go­ 
ing to get a whipping.’’ 
The school nurse called the next 
day, but the mother said "I know 
the child isn’t perfect. What child 
is?” 
"She has a poor posture, and is a 
mouth breather," replied the nurse. 
"The teacher says she is sliding back 
in her school work, and this may be 
due to her physical condition.” 
"She is sliding back in her school 
work because the tetcher has a pick 
on her. She doesn’t talk half loud 
enough, and won’t repeat for her." 
So the nurse was compelled to go 
away, with a feeling that no good 
had been accomplished. 
However, the story goes cm to tell 
that before long Dorothy was found 
to be abesent from school because of 
illness. The nurse made another 
visit and found the mother in a 
changed attitude. Dorothy had de­ 
veloped a running ear, which her 
family physician said might have 
been avoided if her tonsils and ad­ 
enoids 
had 
been removed 
soon 
enough. 
With this accomplished the child 
mproved vastly, not only in health 
but in her studies. 
The story should be read in its en­ 
tirety, as it shows clearly an atti­ 
tude on the part of parents, which 
while it may sometimes be justified 
should have good reasons for its ex­ 
istence.

. .¿planation for the low prices now» 
prevailing for manufactured goods 
As businss improves, prices will stiff-i 
en all along the line. 
“The automobile industry is on the 
way up.

In com- j 
mon with other industrial leaders, j 
I feel confident that we have seen 
the worst of the present depression ] 
and that slow but gradual improve-; 
ment will be the program for the 
coming season.”
